A gentleman who has just arrived 


from the borax ficlJs of tho desert re- 
gions surruundins the town of Colum- 
bus, in tho eastern part of tho State, 
"ives us the following account of the 
Tad fate of Mr. Jonathan Newhouse, a 
man of considerable inventive genius.

bly because his armor had worked but

A vague rumor WUB heard last evening 


by a reporter of the RKPUBUOAK, that a 
man bad been run over by the cars near 
Cerro Gordo. He commenced working up 
the case, and made diligent inquiry among 
the railroad men, but very tew seemed to 
be aware of the accident; and it was only 
aflei spending considerable tirno m vainly 
interviewing brakesmen and conductors 
that any particulars could be obtained. 


Saturday morning about 2 13, conductor 


Chas. O'Neal of tho lightning express step- 
ped oft his train at Cerro Gordo and in- 
formed the agent that he had run over a 
man, about half a mile east of the town.— 
The unfortunate man was discovered lay- 
ing across the rail, with'bis trunk com- 
pletely severed. The cars had run across 
his abdomen. Two shattered whisky bot- 
tles were found near where he lay. It ie 
supposed that the man had been run over 
by a number of trains before being discov- 
ered 


Ho was last seen about 11 o'clock stag- 


gering around the depot in Cerro Gordo, 
blind drunk. 
In this helpless condition 


he probably wandered up the track and 
lay down across tbe iron rail in a drunken 
slumber, from which he awoke to the sleep 
of death. He had been drinking and ca- 
rousing all day long. 


No reliable information could be obtain- 


ed in regard to his name or place of resi- 
dence. One gentleman thouRht he lived 
in Cerro Gordo, while anothei said that ho 
was a vagrant tramp.

Saturday last the chicken war culmina-

Bow- 
en sewed the woman and threw her to the 
ground. At this interesting juncture rein- 
forcemeat arrived in the person of Mrs 
Bowen,) wbo assisted her husband iu a 
desperate attempt to wrest the revolver 
from Mrs. Withcutt's hands. 
Al! their 


most strenuous eflorts proved unavailing, 
and the plucky feminine held the pistol 
and retained possession of tho field. The 
disappointed Bowens, however, retired in 
good order. Mr. Withcutt was absent at 
the time. 


This morning Mrs. Withcutt appeared 


before Justice Hatch and swore out a war- 
iant against the said William Bowen, for 
assault and battery with intent lo kill.— 
Constable Weitzel solved the legal docu- 
ment on tbu defendant, whom he found at 
his customary woik in therolhngmill. He 
first appeared before Justice Hatch, but 
took a chango of venue to the court of Jus- 
tice Hughes. Messrs, D. L Bunn and Dr.

Unknown. 


On Saturday, evening Coroner Qlvler 


went down to the place where the young 
man was killed by the cars on Friday 
night and held an inquest on the body.— 
The facts In regard to the body being 
found were fully stated in our Saturday's 
issue. The inquest disclosed the follow- 
ing facts: 


Near the rail against where the man 


was found were footprints, indicating that 
some person had set down on a tie outside 
the lail, with the face toward the east, and 
tlufleft Bide next to the rail. Upon the 
body were found bruises extending from 
the left hip to tho shoulder, and the face 
was also somewhat bruised. These indi- 
cations lead to the supposition that the
